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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on September 28, 2006. 

2 A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/28/2006 has been entered. 

4 Claims 1-3 and 5-17 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The comparative data in the declaration provided by applicants on January 13, 2006, 
show that the claimed composition possess superior and unexpected results of low damage 
properties (16.6, 8.8 and 3.0 of Damage Index) when the claimed composition comprises 
(EDDS) as one of the selected aminocarboxylic acid chelants of the claimed species over the 
exemplified composition of the closest prior art of record (US' 355) that show high damage 
properties (56.8, 63.6 and 68.6 of Damage Index) when the exemplified composition of the 
closest prior art of record (US' 355) comprises a chelant EDTA (see the Declaration, page 5, 
Table 2). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art of hair treating formulation.
